A few days ago, on removing the 
last of a lot of hay from a large mow. 
starting on the ground, a hog was 
found on the ground under the hay. 
It was so emaciated it scarcely made 
a shadow, b ut it was alive and ab ie to 
walk. 
Tb e mow was filled with hay 
last July—eight month* ago. 
A large 
numb er of hog- were runniDg ab out 
the b arn at the time, and the only pos­ 
sib le conclusion is that this one was 
in the mow when the first load of hay 
was put in and was covered up.
